Alderman Contreras made a motion seconded by Alderman Haerr to authorize the approval of a
settlement in the amount of $27,000.00 to settle all personal injury and property claims in the case
of Luis Vazquez v. City of Burbank and Brian Radowicz, case #2021 L 4327, which is currently
pending in the Circuit Court of Cook County, Illinois. A roll call indicated 7 Ayes and 0 Nays.
